The Adbusters site itself is a gem. 
You can download the commercial 
and it offers courses of action you 
can take to kick your TV habit. 

Another important website deal- 
ing with television and its influ- 
ence on society is called White 
Dot. This group, which operates in 
the U.S. and the U.K. ; 
important informat 
future of television. Digital TV, 
White Dot informs us, will “spy” on 
viewers, keeping track of when the 
TV is on, what it is tuned to, for 
how long,, then transmitting infor 
mation about your viewing habits 
back to broadcasters. 

The best site about TV, in my 
book, is the Centre for Media and 
Public Affairs. This site monitors 
everything that’s on TV — from 
late-night TV jokes about presiden- 
tial blow jobs to the number of 
news stories about Yugoslavia — 


by network, by hour, minute and 
second. Last May, for example, 
U.S. television news devoted 14 
seconds to coverage of the strife in 
the former Yugoslavia. Click on 
the site’s Factoids button and 
you'll find out that from April | -

When a crisis doesn’t affect

t’s a whodunit still unsolved. The 
psc bombing of accused eco- 

terrorist Wiebo Ludwig's mini- 
van adds another mysterious and 
chilling chapter to the already 
bizarre story. 

Now a well-known Alberta envi- 
ronmentalist believes he'll be ques- 
tioned by police about the blast. 
Gray Jones, executive director of 
the Western Canada Wilderness 
Committee’s Alberta branch, 
expects a police grilling because of 
his “affiliations.” RCMP have previ- 
ously questioned Jones about com- 
ments he has made, expressing 
concerns over civil disobedience 
and vandalism. 

The outspoken activist has an 
explosive theory of his own about 
who's behind the crime committed 
last week in a west Edmonton 
motel parking lot. 

“I think it was probably some 
friend of the energy company’s or 
the RCMP. That’s my feeling,” 
Jones told SEE, while visiting the 
Ludwig’s Triple Creek commune 
early this week. 

Jones admits he has no proof. 
But he notes that getting evidence 
will be difficult. “To try to get evi- 


dence on this case initially, we 
have to remember the RCMP blew 
up a building. Now this is my sup- 
position: the Ludwigs have been 
under attack by an orchestrated 
RCMP/Alberta Energy (Company) 
conspiracy. They're looking at any 
sort of avenue to create a haze of 
public opinion against the Lud- 
wigs. I think the van was purpose- 
ly blown up to point the finger at 
Wiebo Ludwig for sabotaging his 
own van to get public sympathy.” 

Sgt. Dave MacKay of the Beaver- 
lodge RCMP — the detachment 
investigating oil-field vandalism in 
the area — calls Jones’ theories 
“off the wall.” He complains his 
detachment has received an untold 
number of media calls asking if 
RCMP perpetrated the blast. The 
24-year police veteran goes on to 
say those calls surprise him and 
insists his police force “was not 
involved in anything like that.” 

The Alberta Energy Company 
declined comment. 

When Ludwig’s van blew apart 
April 19, the 54-year-old former 
preacher was slightly injured. 
Jones admits he’s heard rumors 
swirling that Ludwig blasted his 
own vehicle. He calls those rumors 
“patently ridiculous.” 

“I can assure you in my deepest 
heart of hearts I know he didn’t do 
it,” Jones said. 

The environmentalist is sure of 
this because he asked Wiebo that 
very question and Ludwig denied 
any involvement. 

The Ludwigs’ commune is now 
on a heightened state of alert and 
security has been tightened on the 
farm: the gates are now locked.

If he likes you, Max 
will kindly offer to smoke you up 
Bathroom reading at the Cor- 
nelssen residence, a sprawling 
acreage southeast of the city, 
includes books by psychic/futurist 
Edgar Cayce, predictions for 1999 
by Nostradamus and a book by 
talk-radio conspiracy guru Art 
Bell.

Cornelssen adopted the image 
of a jester (“the most powerful 
card in the deck") after being 
charged with cultivation of pot in 
1994.

Light Theatre’s last production of 
the season. 

Director Sandhano Schultze 
(who’s also the artistic director of 
NLT), leapt at the chance to direct 
this stellar play — a stark and vis- 
ceral dramatization of the tangled 
personal lives of the poets and 
their various lovers, spouses and 
friends — and has been fascinated 
with the work since he first dis- 
covered it nearly a decade ago. 

“Their lives embodied so much 
passion,” he explains. 

Passion of course tempered by 
obsession and radical beliefs 
(including unheard of sexual liber- 
ties) that make the raw subject 
matter of their lives irresistible 
artistically. But despite having 
much in common, Byron and 
Shelley were very different. 

“One was a hermit (Shelley) 
who lives in his idealism and the 
other was this bon-vivant who was 
so outgoing in his love of life,” 
says Schultze.

“He's been one of our heroes,” McMahon said, and 
guitarist Clayton Sample nodded his approval as the 
bandmates sat down for coffee earlier this week.

“Originally, part of it was that we 
had the right people in the band and 
we really didn’t have the money to 
afford any more musicians,” McMa- 
hon said. “And we started to develop 
our own sound, where the one guitar

“We seem to be writing more 
diversely,” the former Edmonton 
resident said. “There’s more heavy 
guitar stuff. But there’s no cry-baby 
songs. No Journey stuff.” 

After Frohlich’s demo recording 
caught the ear of the C-FOX judges, 
people wondered if he could pull 
together a band to perform the 
material as part of the prize. But 
that uncertainty about musicians 
has disappeared. Final proof came 
a few short weeks ago when The 
Loving Dead, including newest 
member and Frohlich’s former 
Edmonton friend Bill Law, won 
another contest — this one a battle 
of the bands to decide who would 
open for Motley Crue at GM Place . 

“It’s still the same straight-ahead 
rock ’n’ roll but now it just has 
some more flavor to it because it’s 
not just me any more,” Frohlich 
said of the band’s evolving sound. 

What hasn’t changed, however, is 
Frohlich’s love of putting on an 
entertaining show. This is, to a 
large degree, a carry-over from his 
other major musical endeavor,

and you'll 
almost always 
end up talking 
about the 
mountains. 
Thankfully, 
however, that’s not the only place we can go hiking. 

Don Watson, vice-president of Alberta TrailNet, 
offers various options for hiking within a two-hour 
drive of Edmonton. One of his favorite routes for fam- 
ily hikes begins surrounded by familiar urban land 
uses, within the town limits of nearby Camrose. 

“Sometimes, you've got to get rid of your precon- 
ceived ideas,” Watson said. “I would have never 
thought of going to Camrose to go hiking, but now it’s 
one of my favorite places.” 

He praises the town for developing the trail system, 
which heads out of town along the scenic Battle River 
valley. Watson suggests 
getting a town map and 
starting from there. 

Just a few kilometres 
north of Camrose (and 
southeast of Edmonton), 
the town of Tofield and 
nearby trails and look- 
outs around Beaverhill 
Lake are buzzing this 
time of year with the 
annual Snow Goose fes- 
tival. It officially began 
last weekend but you 
can bet, if you hurry, 
there’s still ample oppor- 
tunity to see some of the 
most impressive bird 
migrations in the world. 

Still in the same general area (and even closer to 
Edmonton), any avid cross-country skier will almost 
certainly remind you of a couple of areas that offer 
wonderful opportunities in the winter, but are often 
overlooked in the summer. Elk Island National Park, 
directly off the Yellowhead Highway, is home to an 
extensive trail system, as well as being home to some 
beautiful lakes, interpretive services about the history 
of the park and the gently rolling terrain which is rep- 
resentative of Central Alberta’s natural heritage. 
There are camping facilities if you want to make a 
weekend of it and you're almost certain to catch at 
least a glimpse of the impressive bison that wander 
the park, to say nothing of the many deer, elk, moose, 
beaver, and more. 

A few kilometres to the south is the Blackfoot 
provincial recreation area, also well-known to cross- 
country skiers. These trails lead through similar ter- 
rain and offer similar opportunities for hikers, all

cial governments, but most resources are ng 
toward making a continental east-west link by the ex 
of the year 2000. That means developing a main (raj 
from Kananaskis through to the Cypress Hills. 

A secondary trail, leading north through Edmontg, 
and on into the Northwest Territories, is on the hac 
burner. Still, parts of it are being developed. Mog

Grouard Trail,” as \welj 
as an area south of 
town around the 
Tawatinaw downhill sij 
hill.

up, but the trail is nof 
clearly marked, so he 
advises buying a goof}

you anything for $6”), and planning out your hike 

“Remember. You're in the woods. You better hayé 
bear spray and something to keep warm,” he said) 
“But you might also see some work crews there, 
working on the trail.” 

Also in that area, just before you hit the northen 
bush, is Cross Lake Provincial Park, which also offen 
hiking opportunities. 

Those are a few of the hiking opportunities within 
couple hours of Edmonton. Watson, like many othe 
would love to have more trails. But as vice-presidetl 
of TrailNet, he also notes hikers shouldn't just strik 
out on to private land and decide to make their owl 
trails.

This baby’s a cult classic

[ve always thought The Long Goodbye, Robert 
Altman’s take on the Raymond Chandler novel, was 
the film that best encapsulated the Watergate era 
because a villain cloaked himself in respectability and 
used his position of privilege to justify his crimes. 

Interestingly, however, The Long Goodbye was writ- 
ten and shot a good year before Nixon's, impeachment 
hearing. As such, much like 1991's Silence of the Lambs 
and the Geoffrey Dahimer case, it is a prime example of 
art and life happening simultaneously. 

If the high school massacre in Littleton, Colorado needed its “good timing mate,” Idle 
Hands would be it . . . hands down. And not just for the scene of apocalyptic carnage at a high 
school. The film also features an impromptu memorial in front of a burger joint, where teen 
brothers were murdered. All their peers bring flowers, sobbing and asking “why??!!” (even the 
girl who told them to perform oral sex on each other when they asked her for a date). 

In Idle Hands, Anton (Devon Sawa) is a slacker with a capitol S. All he wants to do is sit in 
front of the TV and smoke dope. Even his dope-peddling friends, Mick (Seth Green) and Pnub 
(Eldon Henson), are more ambitious. A serial killer is running loose in Anton's affluent com- 
munity and his parents have become the latest victims. Well, damned if the killer isn’t in 
Anton’s right hand! And damned, too, if he doesn’t whack Mick and Pnub in the most disgust- 
ing manner too. Throw into this mixture an obligatory love story and a subplot of a roving 
exorcist who has been following the hand across America and you pretty much have the plot. 

If you loved Sam Raimi’s Evil Dead triptych, it isn’t much of a stretch to recommend this 
film. Especially for young Sawa’s masterful pantomime when the spirit of the evil killer takes 
over his hand. And the special effects are absolutely gonzo. 

And with MGM bowing down to the golden calf of political correctness by pulling The 
Basketball Diaries off of video store shelves to appease the grieving families of the Littleton 
massacre, go see Idle Hands before Columbia loses its balls. Some day, this iconoclastic little 
gem is going to earn the cult following it so richly deserves. And to all who complain about the 
gore, remember Pablo Picasso’s assertion that good taste is the killer of all creativity.

edness, Montreal's gay and lesbian 
support service recently celebrat- 
ed its 20th anniversary. Twenty 
years of young people hiding in 
their parents’ basements after 
mom and dad are tucked in, and 
mustering up the courage to dial

those seven little digits and stutter, 


“L: Se. th. ime. Th

uh... gay.” 

Pathetic, really, when you think 
about it. We've got high-profile gay 
and lesbian role models and gay 
and lesbian characters on TV and 
film (okay, so most of them are 
played by straight actors) but, you 
know what they say: NIMBY. 

“Homosexuality is talked about 
in places it was never talked about 
before, but the thinking is still 
often, ‘it’s okay out there, but not 
for me with my family, my work 
situation’,” says Gregg Blachford, 
co-ordinator of Gay Line. 

The line receives an average of 
1,600 calls per year from gays and 
lesbians, many of whom are strug- 
gling with their fears of coming 
out. 

“It’s different, but it’s the same,” 
says Blachford of the social envi- 
ronment for gays and lesbians 
since Gay Line started up just over

two decades ago. 

“Gay rights legislation has been 
passed all over the place but, on 
an individual level, people are still 
hurting.” 

AIDS has changed things as 
well. “It's been a double-edged 
sword,” says Blachford. “AIDS got 
more people talking about homo- 
sexuality and homosexual sex but, 
at the same time, it became a rea- 
son for people to condemn homo- 
sexuality entirely. This was God's 
punishment, right?” 

About 10 per cent of the calls 
Gay Line receives are from teenag- 
ers, Blachford tells me. Calls like, 
“T live in the suburbs (which would 
be enough to make anyone want to 
call a help line), I know I'm a les- 
bian but I haven't been able to tell 
anyone.” Or, “I’m 45, ’'m married 
with two children, but I think !'m 
gay.” Or, “what really annoys me is 
when I hear teachers colluding 
with the boys when they make 


jokes about queers. If only one 


teacher would say something posi- 
tive — or at least not go along with 
the jokes — it would make a big 


difference for me.” 

“These people know the pain of 
trying to hide but can’t imagine an 
alternative,” Blachford explains. 
“They'd rather stick to a hurt they 
know than risk the uncertainty of 
the hurt they might feel if they deal 
with it in a more public way.” 

And true enough, coming out 
can create a whole new set of 
problems — for instance, having 
your family disown you. “This is 
something we try to help people 
work through over the phone,” 
says Blachford. 

“We ask questions like, ‘What is 
the worst thing that would happen 
if you came out? What are the 
advantages? What can you picture 
yourself doing?” 

Tragically, in some cases, they 
can picture themselves ending 
their lives. Gay Line receives at 
least five or six calls a year from 
people on the verge or in the mid- 
dle of committing suicide. Most 
statistics say one-third of teenage 
suicides are linked to homosexual 
feelings. 

With luck, says Blachford, they'll 
call before it gets that bad and a 
simple referral to a support group 
will do the trick. Sometimes, he 
adds, all you can hope for is that 
it’s not too late to call an ambu- 
lance. 

The trauma of coming out isn’t 
the only problem people call 


about. Gay Line also gets calls 
from folks who are fully out but 
still unhappy because they’re lone- 
ly or can’t keep friends or lovers. 
(Personally, I think Het Line would 
be equally welcome in this depart- 
ment). “I’m tired of the bar scene,’ 
is another common one we get,” 
says Blachford. 

So Gay Line suggests alternative 
activities and support groups. Or 
tourist info. Thirty-five per cent of 
calls to the line are from out-of- 
towners lookin’ for some queer 
action. 

Gay Line also gets AIDS calls — 
the “worried” calls, as Blachford 
refers to them. These include, “I 
just found out I’m HIV,” or ques- 
tions about safe sex. “It’s one thing 
to believe in safer sex,” he says, 
“but it’s another thing to learn to 
say no to someone who refuses to 
have safer sex.” 

Violence and harassment on the 
street is another issue they hear 
about, though, recently, another 
phone line has been set up to deal 
specifically with incidents of vio- 
lence and harassment towards 
gays and lesbians. 

Despite the fact Gay Line is 
advertised as a line for gays and 
lesbians, Blachford admits only 
about 10 to 15 per cent of Gay 
Line’s calls are from lesbians. Part 
of the problem, he believes, is that 
it’s somehow not perceived as a 


lesbian line (perhaps the ), 
Gay Line has something to ,,, , 
this?).
